MHS opened the '69 season at Vincent on a rain- 
soaked turf with a hard-fought 14-6 victory, The 
Yellow Jackets scored first with a third-quarter touch- 
down, Minutes later the Bulldogs rallied on a 52-yard 
touchdown pass from Anthony Staffney to Larry Fields. 
Roy Goggins kicked the extra point. Fields added 6 
more with a 62-yard TD romp. Goggins converted for 
the final point. 


In the first home appearance of the season the 'Dogs 
rapped Chelsea 40-6, Fullback Roy Goggins led the 
attack, taking across two touchdowns, kicking two 
extra points, and running a two-point conversion. A 
63-yard TD pass from Staffney to Fields and a 27-yard 
TD pass from Rick Yancey to Staffney accounted for the 
remainder of the Bulldog scoring. Chelsea scored late 
in the fourth quarter for their only points. 


Despite a constant downpour, MHS made it three wins in 
a row on Thompson's home soil, The squad blanked the 
Warriors 26-0. Roy Goggins paced the Bulldogs with 
three touchdowns, one a 90-yard haul, Larry Fields 
scampered 25-yards to finish up Montevallo's TD's. 


Anthony Staffney hit Rick Yancey for two points. 


Dropping four points in conversion proved the difference 
as the Bulldogs toppled under the Clanton Tigers’ attack 
16-12, Montevallo's Ray Bearden and Roy Goggins 
scored two first-quarter TD's to grab a12-0 lead. The 
Tigers roared back with a 78-yard kickoff return, and 
took advantage of a Bulldog fumble at the 37-yard line 
to complete the scoring. The two conversions clenched 
the game, 


Victory highlighted MHS Homecoming for the first 
time in eight years as the 'Dogs trounced the Jemison 
Panthers 22-8. Speedster Larry Fields romped for 
three touchdowns, one an 85-yard punt return, another 
a 79-yard scoring sprint. Staffney fired to Shannon 
Allen and Roy Goggins for two conversions. Jemison's 
lone score came in the second-quarter, 


Bulldogs pulled an upset when they whipped B. B. Comer 
14-7 on Tiger territory. Comer led 7-0 until late in the 
third-quarter when Ray Bearden snatched a Tiger pass 
and romped 46 -yards for the first six points. A quick

Frenzied action and nerve-splitting tension marked the 
No, 1 game of the year - Montevallo vs. Shelby 
County. The two teams, ranked first and second in the 
county, battled to an 8-8 deadlock on the Wildcats 
home ground. At halftime Shelby topped the Bulldogs 


2-0 as the 'Cats blocked a punt into the end zone, The 


edge held until only 51 seconds remained, In the last 


minute of play Anthony Staffney looped a 35 yd. pass 


to Larry Fields to put the ball on the Shelby nine, 
Staffney bulldozed over in two plays, and Roy Goggins 
squeezed through for the tying two points, 


The Bulldogs clinched a County Championship tie by 
defeating the Calera Eagles 13-0. MHS scoring came 
in the first half as a stubborn defense blanked Calera. 
Fields and Yancey racked up the Bulldog points. Fields 
swept in from the nine for the first six points, while

Yancey pulled a Staffney pass and paced 41 yards to 
paydirt, The two-point conversion failed. 


Rain, mud, and errors doomed MHS to a 28-20 loss to 
West Blockton, In a continuous rainfall, the Tigers 
moved in to stun the Bulldogs with a 14-6 halftime 
scoreboard. Montevallo points came as Staffney hit 
Yancey and Fields for short runs in the first half. 
Bulldog scoring then vanished until the final play when 
Alex Lilly grabbed a Tiger fumble for a 25 yard TD. 
Staffney and Fields teamed up for the final two points. 


MHS ended the '69 season in winning form, tripping the 
Oak Grove Tigers 15-14. The Bulldogs’ toll at 7-2-1, 
was their best record since 1961. The Bulldogs matched 
the Tigers with two touchdowns by Roy Goggins and 
Anthony Staffney. End Roger Bice pulled in a pass from 
Staffney following the first TD to add two points which 
tied the score at 8 all. Oak Grove scored again for a 
14-8 lead but the extra point-attempt failed, The 
Bulldogs scored in the fourth quarter to tie the score.
